Carl J. Rhodes, 31, East Ber­ 
lin R. 2, suffered bruises of the 
back and his car was demol­ 
ished when it struck a Metro­ 
politan 
Edison Company pole 
ltt miles east of Fairfield on 
the Gettysburg Rd. near the 
Amvet post home. 
State police said Rhodes ap­ 
parently fell asleep while driv­ 
ing and his car left the highway, 
struck and broke off the pole, 
then rolled over several times. 
They estimated damage to 
the eastbound sedan at $175, 
which police said was the entire 
value of the vehicle, and esti­ 
mated damage to the pole at 
$100. 
The Gettysburg f i r e m e n ’ s 
ambulance took Rhodes first to 
the Warner Hospital for first 
aid, and then at his request took 
him to the Hanover Hospital 
where he was admitted over­ 
night for observation.

COURT SET VALUE 
On April 29 the court entered a 
decree setting the value of the 
shares of stock and 
directing 
judgment be entered against Stein­ 
wehr Development Corporation in 
favor of William S. Ayre in the 
sum of $45,600 and in favor of 
Francis L. Sanders in the sum of 
$30,000. 
Under the provisions of the 
agreement 
the 
court 
directed 
$5,000 be paid each to Sanders 
and Ayre within seven days and 
the remainder owed them to be 
paid within 60 days. 
When the respondents sought to 
pay the amounts, the question 
arose concerning interest on the 
judgments from April 29, 1963, to 
June 26, 1963. To solve that prob­ 
lem the court directed that the 
amounts be paid for the stock, 
that the stock be turned over on

U.S. Will Reduce Flow Of 
Flour, Cotton And Milk 
To South Viet Nam Ruler 


By SPENCER DAVIS 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States plans to cut down 
on surplus food shipments to 
South Viet Nam. 
The new economic pressure is 
part of a hardened policy, the 
object of which is persuading 
Vietnamese President Ngo Dinh 
Diem to reverse what high State 
Department officials feel is a 
trend toward totalitarian gov­ 
ernment. 
Certainly of equal concern to 
Washington is that Diem get on 
with the job of beating back the 
Viet Cong Communist guerrillas. 
The first evidence of the new 
policy was announcement Mon­ 
day that further financial sup­ 
port to the special force troops 
controlled by Diem’s brother 
and the reported government 
strongman, Ngo Dinh Nhu, will 
be withheld until the soldiers are 
assigned to war duty. Some of 
these crack paratroopers led 
raids this summer against Bud­ 
dhist pagodas. 
THREE STAPLES 
The planned food restrictions 
involve mostly wheat flour, cot 
ton and milk. 
Negotiations for the 1964 allot­ 
ment of surplus food commodi­ 
ties are now overdue and no 


talks are scheduled. 
The United States made avail­ 
able approximately $60 million 
worth of surplus foods for the 
1963 fiscal year. Approximately 
$27 million worth which entered 
into commercial channels and 
provided funds to the South Viet 
Nam government now appear 
subject to prolonged review. 
Earlier this month 
theU S.. 
Foreign Aid Agency held up a 
$95 million program of commod­ 
ity imports financed by the U. S 
government. This affected m a­ 
chinery, spare parts, steel prod­ 
ucts and other import items. 
SPREAD ALARM 
The effect has been to spread 
alarm among Viet Nam busi­ 
nessmen who tend to hoard com­ 
modities if the source of future 
supply is threatened. The result 
is the start of a price spiral in 
Saigon. 
U. S. officials have ruled out 
issuing any kind of an ultima­ 
tum to the Diem government 
Also there is no support here for 
the idea of installing a new gov 
ernment. 
At the same time it is thought 
important that the United States 
make plain that it cannot acqui 
esce or condone what are con 
sidered to be repressive policies

New Traffic 
Lights Will 
Be Erected 
At Cross Keys 


Traffic lights at Cross Keys be­ 
came a probability this afternoon 
at 12:40 o’clock when two of Ham­ 
ilton Township’s three supervisors 
finally signed a letter which will 
permit the state to issue a permit 
for the erection of lights at the 
intersection of RL*. 30 and 94 
east of New Oxford. 
The hesitation in signing came 
about because the letter obligated 
the three townships which abut 
on the Intersection to construct 
approximately 1,000 feet of guard 
rail or curbing along the road at 
the intersection. 
Hamilton will 
have 500 feet (rf guard railing, 
Oxford and Berwick each about 
250 feet. There was some indica­ 
tion 
the latter two townships 
might agree to a three-way split 
in the cost of the entire 1,000 feet.

A little 
later Oxford 
Twp. supervisors

Berwick and Hamilton supervis­ 
ors, protesting the anticipated cost 
of the curbing, for which esti­ 
mates ranged from $1.50 to $3 a 
foot, argued against signing. 
They claimed that the state, 
since the curbing or guard rails 
would be on the state’s righ-of- 
way, should pay for them. H. S. 
Pomroy, district highway engi­ 
neer, said he was not authorized 
to grant any more than what 
was approved in the state’s plan. 
Under the proposal the state will 
remove the present “islands” rn 
the intersection and replace them 
with road and erect "No Parking” 
signs. 
The commissioner* said that 
they were not “pushing” traffic 
lights at the comer but merely 
trying to “help out.” They said 
that more than 1,400 residents in 
the area had signed petitions that 
something be done about the dan­ 
gerous intersection. 
Discussion indicated that the 
supervisors felt guard rails would 
be cheaper. Some of the property 
owners, however, expressed a de­ 
sire for curbing. 
5S-FT. ENTRANCES 
The property holders, each of 
whom will have two 55-foot wide 
entrances from each road into 
his property, said that curbing 
would make the entrances “more 
visible,” while guard rails would 
make it difficult for approaching 
motorists to see the entrances. 
Pomroy said that there has

DEMONSTRATION 
The boycott, with heaviest ab 
senteeism reported in schools in 
predominately Negro neighbor­ 
hoods, was climaxed late Tues 
day by a demonstration by an 
estimated 8,000 to 10,000 persons 
who marched around the City 
Hall-County Building and at the 
downtown offices of the Board 
of Education. 
The m archers, both white and 


I Negro, chanted, sang and dis­ 


played signs. There were no in­ 
cidents. Rush hour traffic in the 
Loop was jammed. 
Willis earlier this month re­ 
signed his $48.500-a-year post 
because, he said, the Board of 
Education 
was 
encroaching 
upon his administrative duties. 
The board, which has two Ne­ 
gro members, rejected his resig­ 
nation and Willis later accepted 
the board’s proposal to recon­ 
sider. 
Willis reported that 224,770 pu­ 
pils in the city’s 550 schools 
were absent from classes be­ 
cause of the boycott or other 
reasons.

They are 
such Joya* fans, where weather 
forecasts are concerned, that 
they’ll back Baer’s even when it 
misses the mark by a mile. 
But you’ll never get an admis 
sion of error out of Baer’s, 
whose editor is the erudite, wit­ 
ty, and withdrawn Gerald Lestz. 
That his name appears nowhere 
in the almanac is only one sign 
of his passion for anonymity. 
It has long been Baer’s policy 
not to divulge the sources of its 
inspiration.

Gov. Wallace used his mo­ 
ments with the candid camera 
to emphasize first his position 
and later his bitterness over 
federal intervention to enforce 
a court order. 
It was a great broadcast. It 
may very well start anew a lot 
of arguments about the way the 
affair was handled by all con 
cerned.

VOTERS 
Should Know These 
Accomplishments 


In order to give you an idea concerning the responsibilities of a County 
Commissioner I would like to cite some of the outstanding accomplishments 
that have been completed in the last few years by the Board of County Com­ 
missioners. 
1. Conewago and Cumberland Townships were divided into two voting dis­ 
tricts. Numerous voting places were changed, to Fire Houses where pos­ 
sible thus giving the revenue to the Fire Company for their important work. 
This plan set up a uniform scale of rent. 
2. A new County Home was built without the necessity of floating a bond. 
This lifted the standard care of the aged to 97% of the need. Fourteen 
Foster Homes were set up and some are in use. 
3. The Topper building next to the Courthouse was purchased directly from 
the Topper estate and approved by the Court. This was done as an in­ 
surance for further expansion. 
4. On request of the Court, the Courtroom was soundproofed, air-conditioned 
and installed with new lights. On recommendation of the Grand Jury, the 
Jury Room was redecorated together with the Judges' Chambers. 
5. The Bar Association noted that the Registrar's Office space should be en­ 
larged. This was done along with vault and filing cabinets. 
Time clocks were purchased for the Offices of Prothonotary, Clerk of Courts 
Register and Recorder. 
A system to microfilm all deeds was installed. This condenses filing space 
and reduces the cost of secretarial staff. 
6. The Child Welfare was changed to larger quarters in the Topper building. 
A full-time Director and Case Worker were employed bringing this depart­ 
ment up to required standards. 
7. Upon renovation of the Topper building, the Agriculture Extension office 
was given larger quarters which were requested by them and which they 
badly needed. 
8. A parking lot was finished at the rear of the Topper building to accommo­ 
date the officer holders who not only worked in their office but had to 
travel at times over the county. 
9. Mapping rooms were set up in the basement of the Courthouse to carry on 
the county mapping program as required by the State Equalization Board. 
Instead of hiring a mapping firm as some counties did, this county is doing 
its own work at an estimate saving of $60,000. 
10. The exterior of the Courthouse was cleaned, restored and painted. The re­ 
sult is a Courthouse of which we can all be justly proud. We need not, 
therefore, build a new one at a tremendous cost as so many of our neigh­ 
boring counties have done. 
11. Seven new bridges were constructed and repairs made on others. 
12. A new increased scale of reimbursement to Township from the County has 
been set up. 
A new bookkeeping system was installed to conform with 6th class county 
regulations. 


These, of course, are not all the achievements of the past few years. I could 
cite many more. But the most outstanding fact is that all this has been done 
without raising your tax millage these past four years. Other taxes, OVER 
WHICH WE HAVE NO CONTROL, have risen but not your County tax. 


A County Commissioner, as you can see, has a tremendous responsibility. 
He needs to know his county's needs and, then, have the qualified business 
ability to solve these problems.

Clark termed the area sur 
rounding the Delaware a "me 
gapolis,” made up of parts of 
Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Jersey, and Delaware The Del 
aware River Basin Compact 
makes it possible for four states 
and the federal government to 
work together as equal partners 
he said. 
TOCK! IS OPPORTUNITY 
Clark said the largest oppor 
tunity to provide large scale rec­ 
reational facilities at present is 
the proposed Tocks Island recre­ 
ation area, stretching from near 
the Delaware Water Gap to Port 
Jervis, New York. 
But because of the "silence ca' 
22 million people from the most 
populous corner of the country 
the national recreation areas 
will be located in those parts of 
the country where few Ameri 
cans live,” Clark said. 
The senator contended if this 
were a project out west, delega 
tions from 12 western states 
would "be sitting on the front 
steps of the capitol demanding 
its enactment.” 
DROUGHT IS WOR SS 
Clark concluded by saying that 
referendums before voters of 
Pennsylvania on Nov 
5 coulc 
improve the economic situation 
af the state. 
“I solicit your help in making 
certain we cross the same divide 
soon in the United States Con 
gress,” Clark added. "And the 
place to begin is with those pro­ 
grams dealing with the urgent 
problems of this basin.” 
In another talk, James Wright 
executive director of the Dele 
ware River Basin Commission 
said grave conditions of the 
drought in Pennsylvania have 
been made worse in recent 
weeks. 
WATIR SUPPLIES LOW 
Wright said that the salt water 
barrier in the Delaware has ad 
vanced as far upstream as the 
Tacony-Palmyra B r i d g e in 
n o r t h e a s t Philadelphia. He 
called it the third worst selt 
water encroachment in 32 years 
Another speaker, Arthur Ford 
president of the New York City 
water supply board, told the 
general conference the system 
in his city is now down to three 
and a half months’ supply. Ford 
said New York City’s two reser­ 
voirs in the Delaware Basin are 
nearly depleted 
In other business, the commis­ 
sion asked that it be excluded 
from the provisions of the Fed­ 
eral Water Pollution Control Act 
passed by the Senate, and now 
in the House. 
WOULD SET STANDARDS 
The pollution control bill would 
permit the Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare to set 
standards of quality of any in 
terstate body of water, includ 
ing the Delaware. 
The commission members, in 
a resolution, said the bill "fails 
adequately to reflect the com* 
mission’s existence.” The resolu 
tion asserts that the compact of 
1961 gives the commission itself 
full powers to establish stand 
ards of quality. 
The resolution asks Congress 
to recognize its own action in 
approving the compact by "con 
tinuing to leave water quality 
standards under the authority of 
the commission ”

NINE COUNTIES 
ARE LISTED AS 
DISASTER AREA 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Nine 
Pennsylvania comities were cer­ 
tified as drought disaster areas 
as farmers and forester* looked 
in vain for relief from the state’s 
three-week-old dry spell. 
The counties of Allegheny, 
Butler, Cambria, Clinton, Craw­ 
ford, Indiana, Luzerne.

In its seven-page opinion the 
court held that while by the Act 
of 1700 judgments bear interest 
from the time obtained until the 
time of sale or satisfaction, the 
present case is an exception. 
The court held that the judg­ 
ment was entered only pursuant 
to a stipulation which waived 
many of the formal prerequisites 
of the state law, and while pro­ 
viding tor payment did not pro­ 
vide any interest. The court held 
that the stipulation was to utilize 
"the provisions of Section SIS to 
carry out a compromise agree­ 
ment of the parties leaving to 
the court merely the duty of de­ 
termining the valuation of the 
shares.” The agreement took care 
of everything else, including the 
conditions under which the busi­ 
ness would be carried mil during 
the interim, terms of payment of 
the amount to be paid, etc. As a 
result it took the matter out of 
the general provisions of the law.
